It  may  be  the  last  time  you  hear  it  in  a  speech,  but  congratulations  Class  of  2012;  we  made  it.  As  I  say  this,  I  feel  a  mixture  of 
sadness  and  joy-joy  for  having  accomplished  this  great  milestone  and  sadness  because  I’m  painfully  aware  that  this  day  marks  the  end  of 
something  special.
